All  that  we  ean  do 
is  to  eall  upon  tbem  to  loog  as  they  retain 
their  connexion  with  us  to  do  mete  towards 
their  own  defence  than  they  have  as  yet  done, 
and  to  make  our  assistance  conditional  upon 
their  doing  that.'' 

L  rd  Stanley's  idea  of  English  policy,  gene- 
rally,  is  worthy  of  Maeohiavelli.  Like 
everything  elm  ha  says, It  is  hard,  practical, 
and  iotensely  worldly.  It  suits  tbe  genius, 
however,  of  a  conquering  and  practical 
people,  and  is  withal,  aa  things  go,  the 
wisest  states  eraft  "  Hold  on  to  places," 
he  says :  "  where  you  either  have  or  where 
you  oan  develop  an  important  traffic  il  by 
abandoning  them  you  would  sacrifice  that 
traAo,  but  do  not  go  inland ;  hold  nothing 
except  whore  you  oaa  reach  by  water ;  keep 
clear '  el  protectorates  and  alliances  ;  and 
recollect  that  thoagh  civilizing  Africa  mey 
be  a  very  noble  idea  with  those  who  are 
willing  to  undertake  it,  still,  England  ought 
to  be  just  before  she  is  generous,  and  we 
have  plenty  of  that  work  to  do  nearer  home." 
Our  space  mill  net  admit  of  any  farther  al 
iueion  to  Lord  Stanley  to-day.  We  only  re- 
gret  we  cannot  give  the  speech  iit  exit  mo ; 
'or  taking  it  ae  a  whole  it  ia  the  moai  inter- 
esting aad  moat  comprehensive  addreea  that 
kaa  been  delivered  in  England  tor  yeats.

great  conflagration  at  a  distance;  and  so 
self-pjesessed  and  intensely  practical  are 
they  that  they  could  sit  down  and  calculate 
with  arithmetical  nicety  what  amount  or 
property  it  will  destroy  aad  hew  many 
human  lives  may  be  saorilood  without  as 
much  as  a  sigh  or  a  pang  of  regret  at  the 
desolation.  Outside,  however,  the  detestable 
nil  admiran  philosophy  which  characterises 
a  portion  of  the  English  aristocracy,  Lord 
Stanley's  general  ideas  are  liberal  and  pro- 
-  greaeive.  He  views  the  American  contest 
in  a  purely  abstract  light,  and,  therefoie, 
must  in  many  points  be  at  fault.  In  its 
bearing  on  the  trade  oi  England,  be,  however, 
correctly  eays  :  "  I  doubt  if  we  take  into  ac 
count  the  state  nf  the  oottoo  market  in,  1860, 
and  act  against  the  cotton  famine  the  open- 
ing of  new  markets  elsewhere,  and  this  gain 
to  India,  whether  we  beta  boon,  on  the 
whole,  serines  losers  by  the  •sir.* 

On  the  Italian  question,  Lord  Stanley  le  of 
•pinion  that  the  recent  treaty  between  Italy 
end  Napoleon  will  bo  only  observed  In  the 
letter-that  in  all  probability  them  wiU  be  a 
rising  in  Rome,  and  "  a  pouring  in  over  the 
oiteeded  frontier  of  money,  arms  and  to!qo> 
leer*.''  He  questions  the  policy  of  Italy  in 
thirsting  for  this  increased  territory  when  she 
ia  at  preseut  expending  50  per  cent,  over  her 
income  in  keeping  op  aa  exteosive  ai 
"  Moat  States  desire  te  extend  their  fron 
but  it  is  a  bad  bargain  to  do  that  at  tho  cost 
of  national  bankruptcy.  '  As  ia  hie  remarks 
on  the  American  war,  Lord  Stanley  here 
shows  witb  all  hie  oloar  judgment  a  great 
want  of  eympathy  for  those  atruggling  in  al- 
most a  sacred  cause.  He  repudiates  the  idea 
of  German  unity  on  the  ground  of  the  rivalry 
between  Austria  and  Prussia,  and  tha  jeal- 
ousy of  foreign  States,  bat  probably  the  meet 
extraordinary  solution  of  the  German  ques- 
tion ie  to  be  found  in  his  deelre  that  tbe 
smaller  German  States  should  lose  their  in- 
dividuality and  become  absorbed  by  Prussia 
and  Austria.  "  The  existence  of  these  petty 
German  Sovereignties,"  says  Lord  Stanloy, 
"  is  useless ;  they  multiply,  as  we  have  spaa, 
the  risks  of  war ;  they  serve,  ao  far  as  I  oan 
perceive,  no  single  political  purpose,  aad  tha 
aDoner  they  disappear  from  tho  map  of  Europe 
the  better  in  my  judgment."  The  Eastern 
question  is  then  touched  upon  and  witb  a 
vigor  aad  expaosivoaew  thai  are  refreshing, 
coming  as  they  do  from  a  Conservative  source. 
Lord  Stanley,  as  we  hare  shown  before,  baa 
few  sympathies ;  it  is  therefore  do  more  than 
could  have  been  expected  that  he  should 
have  but  little  feeling  for  the  "sick  man." 
Tho  Turkish  Empire,  in  bis  opioion,  it 
doomed,  and  he  d«n ounces  that  policy  of 
England  that  would  stay  its  downfall  for  a 
single  hour.  "I  think,"  says  Lord  Stanley, 
"  wo  are  making  for  ourselves  enemies  or 
races  which  will  very  soon  become  io  Eastern 
countries  dominant  races,  and  I  think  we  are 
keeping  back  countries

•elf- protected ;  India  paya  its  own  troops  ;

John  Hughes,  of  Denver,  in  Colorado,  de- 
posed that  he  waa  a  citisen  of  Denver,  in  the 
Territory  of  Colorado,  and  that  on  tbe  »0lh 
April  last  he  left  Denver  for  Virginia  City  in 
Moutana  via  Salt  Lake  City,  and  that  be  ar 
rived  thereon  3d  May.  He  remained  io  that 
city  until  Uih  August,  when  be  left  in  com 
pany  witb  three  other  passengers  for  Denver 
in  ooe  ol  Oliver's  coaches,  a  stage  line  plying 
between  those  districts.  On  arriving  at  a 
point  some  22  miles  swot  ot  Snake  river,  oa 
the  mail  toute.  tbe  coach  wat  stopped  by  four 
armed  men,  and  all  the  passengers  were  or- 
dered by  tbo  leader  ot  tbe  p  .rty  to  get  out, 
winch  request  was  complied  with,  and  all  tb» 
said  passengers  were  robbed  of  all  their  money 
in  gold  dust.  Tbe  deponent  wae  aeked  b\  the 
band  to  band  oat  ail  the  valises 
a,  which  he  refused,  and  tbe 
aeked  a  similar  qne-tion  and  replied 
•  rather  not  do  it"  The  leader 
Ike  vehicle  and  took 

coach  and  laid  them  on  tbe  gronnd.  He 
then  demanded  the  keye  and  forced  the  own- 
era  of  the  valises  to  open  tbem,  and  from 
which  be  abstracted  all  the  treasure  except 
about  100  ounces  in  gold  dust  belonging  to 
one  Stanley,  amounting  in  tbe  aggregate  to 
twenty-three  thousand  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars, consisting  oi  United  States  coin  aod 
gold  duet.
